Northwest  Missouri  State  College’s  growth  and  develof 
ment  often  means  a  loss  of  land  for  the  college  farm;  bui 
despite  this  handicap,  the  farm  continues  to  prosier  aiu 
foday  example  of  the  dynamic  agriculUiie  o 

_  WiWam  Treese,  assistant  professor,  states  tliat  the  fain 
IS  not  competitively  orientated;  rather,  its  main  goal  is  edu 
cauon.  The  farm,  which  includes  the  campus  greenhouse 
might  oest  be  viewed  as  a  200-acre  laboratory  for  agricullun 
students.  It  is  here  that  classroom  leaning  can  be  inlensi 
fled  and  put  into  practice. 

Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Dr.  John 
Seeks  is  farm  manager,  Employed  by  the  college  and  . 
working  under  Dr.  Seeks  are  twtf  full-time  iariners— 
Keith  Runyan,  employed  here  since  1959,  and  Marvid 
Gray,  a  recent  appointee. 

Mr,  Runyan  is  in  charge  of  the  farm’s  herd  of  75  regiS' 
ter^  Holstein  and  Jersey  cows.  Two  students,  Tom  Statloi 
and  Allan  Schneider,  assist  Mr.  Runyan  with  the  milking 
Because  of  the  recent  fire,  the  farm  is  temporarily  wilhout 
hog  and  poultry  stock. 

Kxcept  for  a  small  amount  of  food  supplement,  ail  forage 
and  grain  needed  to  feed  the  animals  is  grown  on  the  farii( 
Itself.  Mr.  Gray  is  in  charge  of  crop  production,  which 
presently  included  alfalfa,  corn,  soybeans,  and  improveo 
pasture. 

Stfme  important  changes  are  now  taking  place  on  the 
farm.  During  the  past  six  months  the  changes  include 
the  construction  of  the  new  milk  barn,  which  is  part  of 
the  future  farm  complex  that  will  also  include  hog  and 
poultry  areas  and  other  accompanying  accomodations 
for  machinery.  . 

In  three  or  four  years,  plans  will  be  completed  for  thi 
farm  to  be  processing  the  milk  for  the  cafeteria  and  oiferl 
ing  a  two-year  vocational  training  pro^am.  for  dairy  planl 
managers.  In  addition,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Treese,  ne\| 
horticulture  plots  are  being  planted .  which  include  sue! 
things  as  grape  vines  and  asparagus  and  even  a  smal 
orchard,  I

Dr.  John  Erickson  spoke  of 
the  rebirth  of  ideas  and  artis¬ 
tic  expression  in  the  arts  to  an 
audience  of  250  Apr.  18  at-4he 
Charles  Johnson  Theater. 

The  professor,  from  the  De¬ 
partment  of  French  and  Italian 
at  the  University  of  Kansas, 
stressed  his  concept  that  the 
in-ational  in  the  arts  is  actual¬ 
ly  a  revolution.  He  spoke  of  the 
irrational  as  being  a  break  in 
regularity,  something  ;offbeat, 
something  impervious  in  part 
dr  whole  to  rational  processes. 

Because  he  did  not  want  to 
imply  .that  the .  offbeat  should 
be  interpreted  in  the;  sense  of 
‘being  far  out,  he  drew  a  par¬ 
allel  between;  tlie  irrational 
movement  and  Thoreau.  Thor- 
«au  said  that  if  he  seemed  to 
-be  out  of  step  with  the  music, 
it  was  -only  because  be  “was 
marching  to  the  beat  of 
another  drum.”  '  j

in  the  arts.  Dr.  Erickson  went  and  feelings  of  disillusionment 
back  to  the  end  of  the  19th  i  with  life  which  followed  the 


cehtm-y  for  the  beginnings  of 
the  irrational  movement  be: 
cause  only  then  did  the  con¬ 
cept  become  something  more, 
than  a  question  to  be  explored 
by  a  mere  few.  It  was  a  sub¬ 
ject  to  be  investigated  intense¬ 
ly  by  many  eminent  thinkeis. 
The .  apparent  center  from 
which  ideas  were  to  emanate 
was  France. 

Dr.  Erickson  referred  to  the 
avant  -  garde  movement  in 
France  in  his  discussion  of  the 
irrational.  He  emphasized  this 
less  conventional'  group  be¬ 
cause  they  were  more  success¬ 
ful  in  developing  20th  centui-y 
art 

Typical  thinkers  and  artists 
such  as  Bergson,  Picasso,  Jar- 
ry,  Gide,  Proust,  Debussy,  and 
Sartre  found  much  to  criticize 
in  this  period  marked  by  morql 
looseness^,  -  social  inequality. 


two  world  wars.  Dr.  Erickson 
pointed  out,  “.  .  .  in  1915  the 
iirational  appeared  more  rea¬ 
sonable  than  the  corpses 
strewn  on  battlefields  deter¬ 
mined  by  so  -  called  rational 
idCvlogies.” 

In  the  concluding  moments 
of  liis  talk,  Dr.  Erickson  re¬ 
emphasized  a  relative  truth  he 
had  hoped  to  show  during  the 
lecture.

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Music  Therapist  Works  With  Team  Members 
In  Rehabilitation  Service  for  Mentally  III

Impossible  for  a  music  edu¬ 
cation  degree?  Not  if  the  major 
is  music  therapy. 

Steve  Brown,  who  is  taking 
education  courses  on  campus 
this  semester,  iias  a  Bachelor 
of  Music  Education  degree 
with  a  major  in  music  therapy 
from  the  University  of  Kansas, 
Lawrence.  He  I'ccently  com¬ 
pleted  his  internship  at  Stock- 
ton,  Calif.,  working  as  a  tlier- 
apist  with  retarded  cliildren 
and  mentally  ill  adults. 

Tlie  music  therapist  works 
as  a  team  member  with  a 


psychiatrist,  nurses,  a  psychol¬ 
ogist,  and  a  social  worker.-  Mu¬ 
sic  therapy  is  a  rehabilitation 
service  that  is  usually  recom¬ 
mended  by  tlie  psychiatrist  on 
the  basis  of  tlie  patient’s  inter¬ 
ests  and  ncysds.  Brown  said. 

Music  for  Kicrapy  pur¬ 
poses  is  a  tool  used  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  patients,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Brown.  He  further 
explained,  “Music  is  a 
good  medium  because  it  is 
so  versatile.  The  patients 
can  participate  in  some 
form  —  playing,  singing, 
dancing,  or  listening.” 

The  music  approach  to  ther¬ 
apy  is  realistic  because  the  pa-

tient  is  integrated  into  a  group. 
The  rroup,  then,  can  benefit  to- 
gether  from  this  nonverbal 
Cc-i: --•.unication,  The  group 
therapy  causes  an  interaction 
among  the  patients  that  helps 
all  of  them.  Brown  described 
the  group  work  as  “structured 
reality.” 

The  music  therapist.  Brown 
explained,  begins  on  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  level,  often  witli  tlie  use 
of  a  rock  ’n  roll  combo — ^tlius 
the  need  for  proficiency  in  gui¬ 
tar.  The  therapist  cannot  have 
high  ideals  musically.  Brown 
also  commented. 

He  stated  that  tiie  guitar  and 
drums  have  been  iris  most  use¬ 
ful  instruments  in  filling  psy¬ 
chiatrists’  prescriptions. 

Music  is  a  good  means  of 
therapy  because  of  its  uni¬ 
versality.  “A  person  has  a 
need  for  aesthetic .  appre¬ 
ciation,  both  passive  and 
active,”  Brown  emphasiz¬ 
ed.  “The  patient  can  gain 
a  sense  of  need  and  com¬ 
petency  from  music.” 

Music  therapy,  a  new  field, 
has  no  real  precedent.  The  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  University  of  Kan¬ 
sas,  directed  by  Dr.  E.  Thayer 
Gaston,  is  the  pioneer  in  the 
field.  Only  11  schools  in  the 
United  States  offer  a  degree  in 
music  therapy.  There  are  only 
12  people  in  the  country  who 
hold  a  doctoral  degree  in  the 
field. 

Brown,  a  member  of  tlie  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  Music 
Therapy,  was  graduated  from 
Maryville  High  School  in  1962. 
He  played  drums  in  the 
NWMSC  band  while  in  high 
school  and  was  in  the  band  and 
orchestra  at  KU.  He  plans  to 
teach  music  therapy  after  com¬ 
pleting  graduate  school.

This  is  changing  the  old  word  sequence  around  a  bit, 
but  it  seems  strangely  pertinent  to  some  college  students 
presently. 

In  Warrensburg  and  Jefferson  City  some  Missouri  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  flexing  their  newly  found  muscles  and  get¬ 
ting  more  than  adequate  press  coverage  on  their  efforts. 

However,  when  school  officials  and  newsmen  confront  the 
student  leaders,  they  receive  only  vague  grievazices  about 
minute  injustices  that  are  invariable  in  the  form  of  de¬ 
mands  for  immediate  restitution. 

Aftdr  all  tlie  slogans  and  riot  chants  are  pushed  aside, 
it  boils  down  to  the  individual  student  and  his  right  under 
the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  assemble 
peaceably.  It  seems  apparent,  however,  that  few  students 
who  take  pai't  in  riots  worry  to  any  great  extent  about 
the  bad  deal  which  they  are  trying  to  convince  others  they 
are  getting. 

It’s  fashionable  to  demonstrate.  The  byword  seems  to 
be,  "Hey,  guys,  shall  we  go  to  the  dance  or  the  riots  to-; 
night?”  And  think  of  the  glory  for  the  riot  leaders  as  they 
receive  their  dismissal  papers. 

Students  may  truly  have  some  legitimate  gripes.  What 
is  it  they  say  about  pleasing  everyone  all  the  time?  In  any 
case,  there  must  surely  be  a  more  civilized  manner  in 
which  to  make  ideas  known.  But  then  the  bearded  leaders 
who  have  spent  seven  years  to  become  sophomores 
wouldn’t  get  their  pictures  on  the  front  page. 

I  suppose  “concentrate  before  you  demonstrate”  would 
be  a  go^  policy.  Be  careful  thou^;  tliat  would  be  playing 
right  into  the  bands  of  the  people  who  are  trying  so  hard 
to  provide  a  good  education  for  all  the  students.
